It lins always Iwcn the* cTHtin of tliosi* 
who bu v<‘ opposed Mr go appropriations 
for military preparation that a million 
men would spring to arms us soon us 
they were needed for the defense of 
tile country. 
Under the present con­ 
ditions it is probably a good time for 
the million to come to tin* front. 
But 
It Is recognized In congress that It will 
lie ti difficult thing to got it million men 
to volunteer for the United States 
army under present conditions. 
O f course the conditions ore not the 
Name as contemplated by those Abo 
spoke about a million men springing 
to arms. 
Those orators always refer 
to occasions when the United States 
was attacked and the national Integrt 
t.v was In danger. 
It cannot Is* claim 
cd that tin* country has been actually 
attacked in the present circumstances, 
but un army is needed Just the same 
for war purposes. 


Volunteering Not A lw ays Successful. 
There lins not been a time In past 
wars, with the exception of tin* Span­ 
ish war. when volunteer enlistments 
secured enough men to carry on the 
war. 
In the Revolution bounties were 
offered, and It was with great dun 
citify that tin* Continental army was 
recruited 
to 
sufficient 
strength 
to 
cause the defeat of the British troops. 
In 1K12 it nan still more difficult to sc 
cure volunteer enlistments, ami ninny 
nill it iii organizations refused to go out 
side of their own states. 
I ii the ci vi l 
war there were bounties offered quite 
freely both by the national govern 
meat and the states, but even those 
bounties did not bring a sufficient mini 
ber of volunteers, aud drafts were re 
sorted to to till up the depleted ranks 
of the Union army. 
It may lie noted, 
however, that conscription was unnec­ 
essary iii the south, 
It Is history that 
bounties were necessary to secure en­ 
listments for the Mexican war 


Whose Opinion Is D .villa.!. 
In every war except t hat with Spain 
there lins been a great divided opinion 
as to the necessity for the war. There 
was much opposition to the Revolution. 
still greater op|H>sition to (lie war of 
IM2 and also the McKean war. 
As 
to the civil war, It is known that tic 
luciidous opposition existed in northern 
states, and that possibly accounted for 
difficulties In securing recruits. 
At one time thercalevclnpcd a strong 
opposition to war with Germany, and. 
judging from flit* letters and petitions 
which were received by congressmen, 
more people Interested themselves t»> 
prevent war than to make war. 
At 
least that is tile ease Judged by tin* 
correspondence with ii J Haired in upon 
senators and representatives. 


H ardw ick and th* Conatitution, 
Senator Hardwick Of Georgia is hav­ 
ing difficulty, as he is almost the sole 
champion of the constitution left In 
tin* United States senate 
Many years 
ago J<*o Bailey of Texas was tin* otic 
uiau who stood firmly by the consti 
tiitlon strictly construed. The Georgia 
senator is willing to give It a liberal 
construction, but he cannot stand for 
all of the propositions that have been 
presented, uiauy of which have passed 
congress aud have been affirmed by 
the supreme court.

Washington in a few weeks of a great 
International war council 
was fore 
shadowed by an announcement from 
Hie state department that a British 
commission, headed by Arthur J. Bal 
four, minister of foreign affairs, is 
expected to arrive in ten days to dis­ 
cuss with the government here ques­ 
tions connected with the conduct of 
the war. 
in addition to the foreign minister 
tlie? commission will include Admiral 
de Chair of the British navy, General 
Bridges of the army and the governor 
af the Bank of England, attended by a 
large staff. 
This is as far as the state depart­ 
ment announcement went, but It was 
learned authoritatively a F’rench com­ 
mission composed of officials and of­ 
ficers equally as distinguished as the 
British representatives also will be in 
Washington about the same time. 
This commission will be headed by 
M. Vivian!, minister of Justice in the 
Flench cabinet and formerly premier. 
It is not known definitely whether 
any of the other ullied powers will 
He nil commissioners, but it is assumed, 
owing to the difficulties in passage and 
the probable delay, the interests of 
these governments will be confided tq 
tin lr resident ambassadors. 


Little Information Made Public. 


Beyond the statem ent the object of 
the commission is to discuss general­ 
ly questions of policy connected with 
the war no Information was given at 
the state department. 
ll 
was made clear, however, that 
in no way will the* United States gov­ 
ernment depart from the traditional 
policy of avoiding anything in the na 
tore of political alliances, though of 
course that does not exclude full and 
Intimate military and naval co-opera­ 
tion In the prosecution of the war. 
The* conference is said to have been 
si light bv 
the uliltvd leaders 
them­ 
selves to discu*.u every p h a s e of the 
war. 
No attempt will be made to go 
into 
details cr technical

tions, as the general policies involved 
are too stupendous to permit of It. 
One of the first questions to be tak 
en up will lie the distribution of the 
$3,(M'O.OOO.eon loan to the allies.
